DEATH OF COMMUNISM 


Captain Francis McCullagh, who has just come 
out of Russia after making a careful and un- 
biased study of the situation ffiere, writes that 
the Bolshevik regime is nearing its end; that 
the Polish war was the last straw; that’ the Bol- 
shevik army is now ‘rapidly going to pieces, and 
that famine and freezing threaten the exter- 
mination of sixty per cent of «the population of 
that unhappy country during the coming winter. 
Transportation has broken down; the grain har- 
vest was small for but few worked; disease _ is 
nation-wide and the people have lost all faith 
in Communism. 

And here we can all get a good and whole- 
some lesson on Communism and one which 
many need. It is something that has been tried 
by every age, and almost “every known people 
and tribe in history, from the time when the 
word was young right down—te-now, and in 
every instance it has been pronounced a faiitre 
and heen thrown aside as entirely impracticable 
and unworkable. Russia has now furnished us 
with another large and glaring instance of it, and 
even what little Italy thas tried of it has com- 
pletely broken down before it got started. 

Primitive people in the early stages of the 
human race had at one time or another the 
Communistic bug, and tried it out, and discarded 
it just as soon as it conflicted with the rights of 
individual ownership. A colony may own jointly 
a tract of land but the minute one member builds 


‘ for himself and family a house to live in on that 


communistic property it always becomes his in- 
dividual property, a8 it should be, and if communis- 
tic rules apply to the work on the land, those 
who really work and accomplish something soon 
pull apart from the shiftless who do not work 
but would be drones in the communistic hive, of 
which there are always many. . 

With the smashing, awful, death-dealing de- 
feat of the idealistic dream in Russia, now a 
certainty, Communism, Bolshevism and Socialism 
have all received a solar plexus blow from which 
they cannot recover in generations, if ever.
